Retail soles are at ji record vol- 
ume, the federal reserve board re- 
ports, although industrial output 
dropped off a little bit in January, 
and unemployment rose. 

But consumers are getting more 
choosey and shop around more. And 
their shifting tastes are disappoint- 
ing some industries. Bales of new 
core and TV sets, for example, have- 
n't been as large as tho ijiakerB 
hoped. 

Uerchanls are keeping a sharp wj9 
out for price resistance by their cus- 
tomers. The creeping Inflation of 
thft last year, apparent first at the 
manufacturing level and among the 
various services, is now showing up 
In the satldn's stores. Any real 
customer realstance to (he higher 
prices would worlc back quickly to 



factor of increased industrial ca- 
pacity. The big expansion program 
of most Industries haa put many of 
them in the position of iMlng able 
to produce mors now ttian there Is 
present demand for. 

These economists hold this will 
prevent much further increasing 
or prices, even though rising wage 
scales will put pressure behind it. 

If this surplus industrial capacity 
should lead the economy to back 
away from full employn:ient. the 
economists argue, this would weaken 
one factor behind rising prices— the 
pressure for still higher wage scales. 

Ihere is another school of econo- 
mlsta, however, that believes that 
Inflation Is still a very real threat. A, 
number of Washington officials 
back this view. 

They hold that the present easing 
of ^e money market is only tern-- 
porary. Ihey argue that it- business 
lets up on its demand for more funds 
to finance still further expansion. 
Increased government spending at 
all levels will take up the slack.
